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WAS H I NGTOM-H  EM  RY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Washington-Henry,  one  of  the  oldest  schools  in  Virginia,  was  founded 
in  1778  at  the  time  when  George  Washington  was  leading  his  troops  trium¬ 
phantly  through  Valley  Forge,  and  Patrick  Henry’s  immortal  speeches  were 
still  ringing  in  the  ears  of  the  people.  The  academy  was  under  the  direction 
of  13  trustees,  with  Rev.  Daniel  McCauley  as  president.  It  was  first  opera¬ 
ted  as  a  boys’  boarding  school;  however,  in  1866,  girls  were  admitted.  In 
1878,  after  100  years  of  service  as  a  private  academy,  Washington-Henry  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  free  school  system. 

In  1882,  the  trustees  of  the  Washington-Henry  Academy  sold  to  the 
Henry  District  School  Board  20  acres  of  land  upon  which  was  built  the  first 
public  grade  school  in  the  Ellerson-Atlee  Community. 

The  Washington-Henry  Academy  became  a  public  high  school  in  1906, 
and  in  1915  a  new  school  building  was  erected  and  a  new  vocational  build¬ 
ing  constructed.  In  1918,  this  became  a  four-year  accredited  high  school, 
the  enrollment  increasing  to  such  an  extent  that  it  became  necessary  to 
construct  a  new  building.  In  1939,  the  present  $60,000  brick  building  was 
erected.  In  1942,  the  agriculture  building  was  completed.  In  1946,  the 
athletic  field  was  completed  and  a  better  gymnasium  was  added  which  en¬ 
abled  the  students  to  enjoy  a  wider  variety  of  activities.

By  the 
end  of  the  term,  the  class  was  self-confident  and  ready  to  take  on  another  year 
of  high  school. 

When  we  entered  the  Sophomore  class  the  following  September,  several  fa¬ 
miliar  faces  were  missing,  but  a  new  one  in  the  form  of  Jack  Deaton  joined  us. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Juanita  Rhodes,  (Mrs.  Fitzgerald),  we  settled  down 
to  a  year  of  hard  work.  We  had  several  parties  and  we  were  very  active  in 
sports  and  extra  activities.  We  found  that  another  year  had  passed  rapidly  for  us. 

When  we  returned  to  school  in  September  of  ’48,  we  welcomed  Edward 
Thomas  into  our  class.  Mrs.  John  Mann  was  our  sponsor.  Our  Junior  year 
was  a  period  of  steady  activity,  for  many  of  our  girls  were  on  the  basketball 
and  softball  team.  The  boys  were  playing  basketball,  football,  and  baseball. 
There  were  few  who  participated  in  literary  events.  The  greatest  event  was 
the  Junior-Senior  Prom  which  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

At  last  we  have  achieved  what  we  have  worked  and  strived  for  so  long--we 
are  Seniors  of  ’49.  It  has  been  a  year  filled  with  activities.  We  had  fun  in 
presenting  the  Senior  Play  “Don’t  take  my  Penny’’,  which  was  a  great  success. 
We  also  edited  the  school  paper  and  the  school  annual.  In  the  early  spring,  the 
class  enjoyed  the  second  Junior-Senior  Prom  our  school  has  ever  had.  This 
year  James  Thayer  and  William  Fair  were  made  members  of  our  class.  These 
things,  and  many  more,  have  made  this  year  the  most  perfect  of  our  school 
years,  thanks  to  Miss  Quarles  who  has  been  our  Senior  teacher  and  who  is  so 
devoted  to  us. 

Now  we  are  about  to  graduate.  We  pause  before  taking  this  great  step,  and 
look  back  over  the  pleasant  days  spent  at  Washington-Henry .  Some  of  us  may 
leave  this  school  far  behind,  but  the  memories  of  this  dear  place  will  linger 
with  us  forever. 

The  class  of  ’49  wishes  to  express  its  deepest  appreciation  to  the  teachers 
who  have  helped  to  make  these  high  school  years  successful  and  happy.  We 
are  going  out  into  something,  we  know  not  what,  but  we  hope  and  pray  that  we 
will  be  prepared  for  whatever  is  ahead.  We  are  going  to  face  the  future  with 
warm  courage  and  high  hope  of  achieving  greater  goals
